Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue, substantially, that Caldarale and 
Provino's systems are interrupt driven and use operating systems using interrupts. Applicants arguments are not persuasive. Fig. 2 of 
Caldarale discloses the input and output queues communicating between the network I/O Code and communications program and does 
not disclose any interrupts nor any interruptions of running programs. The limitation in the claims nearly suggests other programs not 
being interrupted and stalled from the queueing mechanism, and nothing about not using an interrupt-driven operating system, for 
example. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).. 
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
